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Skulls and Skeletons 


The cult of the “skull” is al- 
most universal; many cities 
around the world have preserved 
it due to the belief that in it the 
powers of the deceased can be 
found. In pre-Hispanic Mexico 
since the Mexolitico period (4800 
to 3500 B.C.) rituals were dedi- 
cated to them. 

Among the Mexican mytho- 
logical gods who display the 
“skull” are Coatlicue, the old 
Matriarch; Miquiztli, god of the 
dead; Mitctlantecuhlti, ruler of the 
depths of the earth, where the 
dead (who died of natural causes) 
resides; his wife Mictecacihuatl: 
and Cihuateteo or Cihuapipitlin, 
the ones who died at birth. 

During Day of the Dead cel- 
ebrations candy skulls come in 
different sizes. Sugar is dissolved 
in water until it becomes a thick 
syrup which is then poured into

Once the sugar hardens it 
is decorated with colored sugar 
and brightly colored paper cut 
ups. Finally, a Christian name is 
placed on the forehead of the 
skull. In this manner one can buy 
a candy skull with the name of a 
friend or relative so that they can 
“eat their skull”. Candy skulls are 
also used in the altars, symboliz- 
ing the deceased who are being 
honored. 

Skeletons also abound. from 
people dressed up in skeleton cos- 
tumes to paper maché toys and 
sculptures. Allexpressing the life 
and death duality of human ex- 
istence. It is perhaps in Mexico 
City where the art of the skeleton 
is taken to its height. filling gal- 
leries and museums in honor of 
the Day of the Dead.

Education Scientific and Cultural 
Organization a (UNESCO), in 
consideration to the quality and 
value of the art and monuments 
of Oaxaca, declared the city a 
“Patrimony of Mankind.” The 
title Was awarded to the city for 
its cultural manifestations - ex- 
pressed in its history and archae- 
ology-for its arts and science; alt 
of which constitute a source of 
cultural richness for present and 
future generations. 

The City of Oaxaca de Juarez 
is located in the central valley re 
gion of the state of Oaxaca, and 
according to the 1980 census, it 
has a population of approximately 
300.000 people. Oaxacans are 
proud to be entrusted as guardians 
of one of humanity’s cultural as- 
sets. It has been said that one need 
only put a roof over Oaxaca to 
turn the entire city into a National 
Historical Museum.

The religious aspect of t he 
celebration was established 
during the first years of 
colonization. While the Roman 
Catholic Church changed the 
meaning of the indigenous beliefs, 
it left the ritual alive and intact. 
The ancient liturgy of the offer- 
ing is the authentically genuine 
part of the traditional character 
and customs of the Day of the 
Dead in this region. 

The offerings - the very center 
of these festivities -echo the 


through the same activities begin- 
ning on the eve of the holiday, in 
which with fervent earnestness, 
they dress birds and season the 
offerings that will be placed at 
specially decorated altar. After the 
souls visit their homes and have 
nourished themselves with the 
aroma of the offerings, the food 
is taken to the foot of tombs at 
cemeteries, where it is shared and 
enjoyed among friends and 
family. 

The “Feast of the Dead” 
begins in Oaxaca and extends to 
Marquesado San Juan 
Chapultepec, San Martin, 
Xochimilco and San Felipe del 
Agua. There are two essential el- 
ements for honoring the dead: the 
altars and the visit to the grave. 


These reflect the combination of

Black Mole with Chicken Sauce: | piece french bread 
for Tamales . 
9 oz. chiles anchos, seeds and 2 Ibs. chocolate

To make the sauce, heat 2 tablespoons of the oil in a skillet, add the chiles anchos, pasillas and guajillos 
and sauté for 1-2 minutes. Transfer to a bowl, cover with hot water and soak for 30 minutes. Drain, transfer 
to a blender and puree, set aside. 


Roast the tomatoes. Peel the tomatoes, transfer to a blender, and puree. Set aside. 


In the same oil in which you sautéed the chiles, sauté the onion and garlic for 2-3 minutes. Transfer to | 


a blender. In the same oil, sauté the almonds for 5 minutes. Add the cloves, peppercorns, cinnamon, bread 
and aniseed and sauté for 3 minutes more. Transier to the blender, add the raisins and puree. 


Heat the cup of oil in a large pot or Dutch oven. Stir all of the purees together, add to the pot and boil 


seasoning to taste. If the sauce is too thick, add more stock. 


Add the pieces of chicken, cover and cook over medium heat for 10 minutes. Meanwhile, toast the 
sesame seeds in a small skilletover medium heat until they are golden. Serve the chicken mole hot, sprinkled 
with the sesame seeds. 


How to prepare the dough 
for the tamales: 

In Oaxaca the dough for ta- 
males is-made the traditional way; 
to begin, corn is cooked with lime 
for the nixtamal. Then the 
nixtamal is taken to the mill where 
the corn is ground and thus the 
tamale dough is made. Here in the 
United States one can easily find 
a pre-prepared tamale dough in 
stores that sell Mexican products. 

To the dough just add pork fat 
and knead well. Overlapping lay- 


ers Of banana leaves are used to 
wrap the tamale.
